1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters: the claims filed 3 September 2004 lack antecedent basis for "the distal end 
portion" in claims 1 (line 7), 8 (line 7), 14 (line 7), and 27 (line 11); "the sealing member" 
in claims 1 (line 1 1 -1 2), 7 (line 2), 1 8 (line 2), 1 9 (line 1 2), 27 (line 1 5), and 39 (lines 1 - 
2); "the outer peripheral portion" in claims 6 (line 2), 25 (line 2), 32 (line 2), and 43 (line 
2); "the region" in claims 7 (line 2), 13 (line 2), 26 (line 2), 33 (line 2), 39 (line 2), 44 (line 
2), and 52 (line 2). In claim 8, line 4, "a pair of electrodes" should read "the pair of 
electrodes." Also, in claim 19, line 8, it should read "and a" instead of "anda."

2. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kleinert (US 1,232,046) teaches an illuminative device including 
a light-emitting tube [b], a first reflecting mirror [a], a transparent plate [c], and a second 
reflecting mirror [d]. The second reflecting member [d] is in contact with the transparent 
plate [c]. However, the prior art fails to show or teach the reflecting member fixedly 
attached to the sealing member or the transparent plate.
